Meeting in an almost emergency 
session yesterday morning, with 
Representative Fred F Cain, the 
Board of Selectmen voted that 
they wanted the intersection of 
Lowell and Woburn Streets widened 
and improved, as the 1968 project 
under the provisions of Chapter 
90, General Laws. 

As planned by the Town Engineer 
who was also present, Lowell St 
will be widened to sixty feet, and 
Woburn Street to fifty feet, going 
in each direction from their inter 
section. The Jackson Brothers, 
owners of the land where the Swain 
Gowing House formerly stood, and 
Aveo have each signified that they 
will give land to the town for such 
a widening. The Town Engineer’s. 
plans also showed small widenings 
at the Lucci corner, andthe Robert 
Barrows corner, but the major 
taking of land for the widening 
would be from Swain and Aveo. 

A strip of land of about twenty 
foot width will be taken from Avco 
both along Lowell Street and along 
Woburn Street. The taking from 
the Swain property is somewhat 
less, 

Wilmington, in 1968, must spend 
$33,400 under the provision of the 
Chapter 90 Law, or lose its State 
and County share. The state pro- 
vides 50% of the money, the County

25% of the money, and the Town 
25%. 

Referring to the attempt in 1965 
to have the rest of Lowell Street 
widened, down to West Street, 
Rep Cain told the Selectmen that 
he believed thar the Federal and 
State’ funds offered in that year 
($285,000) was still available, and 
that he would try to get it for the 
town, The selectmen agreed that 
the time has come to widen both 
Lowell and Woburn Streets, and 
Town Engineer Arthur Harding was 
instructed to prepare plans for 
future Chapter 90 work on Woburn 
Street, going south from Lowell 
Street. At the present time the 
road is 33 feet wide. If widened 
under. the proyisions. of Chapter 
90 the minimum width would be 
fifty feet. 

Woburn Street, north of Lowell 
Street, has a forty foot layout, 

Selectman Niles told Cain that 
if he were able to get the State 
and Federal Funds for the wi- 
dening of Lowell Street, towards 
West Street, the subject should then 
be discussed in an article th the 
annual Town Meeting. 

The Town, if the State and 
Federal monies can be obtained, 
would have to pay only the 
damages for the necessary taking 
of land to widen the street.

School into the size of the Woburn 
Street School, but with an added 
wing, making the outline plan 
something like a letter ‘L’. In- 
stead of being 850 square feet, the 
classrooms will be about 800 
Square feet, Several items are to 
be added to the basics of the 
Woburn Street School, one of them 
being a Teachers’ Work Room. 
AS outlined Monday night there 
would be six classrooms on the 
ground floor, eight on the first 
floor, and twelve on the Second, 
or a total of twenty-six classrooms 
Some of these can be converted to 
Kindergarten Rooms, at a later 
date. The total square footage 
would be 56,032, which at a cost 
of $25 a square foot would give a 
building cost of $1,400,000.

‘A for Conservation Action’ is a 
new award, by the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. It was presented 
last Sunday to three towns, Dennis, 


Sudbury and Lincoln, to Henry 
of the Vine--

Chemicals, of Main Street Wil- 
mington. 


The Audubon ‘A’ for Action is 
the Soclety’s way of publicly re- 
cognizing any individual, group, 
agency, industry or municipality 
that has taken ‘meritorious action 
having concern for the face of the 
land, the Quality of the environ- 
ment, and the meaningfulness of 
the living experience for those in 
generations to come.’ 

Patterned after the Army and 
Navy ‘E’ of World War II fame, 
the Audubon ‘A’, it is hoped, will 
install a feeling of pride and pur- 
pose in the quality ofenvironment, 
and serve as a reminder that there 
is a big - and continuing - job to 
be done in areas of conservation. 
The citation is to be awarded on a 
continuing basis as outstanding 
conservation efforts come to the 
Society’s attention. 

The awards were given at the 
society’s annual meeting, held at 
the Museum of Science, 

Mr Hough was recognized for 
having lead a successful drive to 
buy and preserve Sheriff's Meadow 
on the Vineyard. The Town of 
Dennis was rewarded for having 
appropriated $650,000 to purchase 
a 1310 acre ‘greenbelt’ which will

Polyvinal Chemicals, of Wil- 
mington, the only firm to receive 
the award, was given the ‘A’ for its 
construction plan, for its plant, 
which preserved the natural inte- 
grity of the site.

Ponds were dug, 
stocked with fish, and naturally 
landscaped, while the remaining

Miceli & Gillis 
Would Change Law 


Chairman James Miceli of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen and 
Chairman A, Daniel Gillis of the 
Wilmington Planning Board jointly 
filed a bill inthe Legislature Tues- 
day which is designed to do away 
with the so-called ‘50 Foot House 
Lots’. 

Under the provisions ofa statute 
passed half a dozen years ago, 
people who own houselots which are 
at least 50 feet wide and have at 
least 5000 feet of land may build 
homes on those lots, if they were 
in existance as such in 1934, and 
this without regard to the zoning 
of the land, 

Gillis and Miceli spent three 
heurs with Senator Ronald Mac- 
Kenzie, in drafting the bill, andhad 
the assistance of two attorneys, 
Jack Purcell and Fred True. Mr 
True, of Amesbury, was formerly 
Governor Volpe’s Legislative 
Counsel, 

As filed the bill reads;

‘The Board ofSelectmen, Monday 
night, had a prevue of something 
that might or might not happen, 
ten or fifteen years from now - a 
complete relocation of Route 62, 
the road that travels east and west 
through Middlesex and Essex 
Counties. 

The firm of Howard, Needles, 
Tammen and Bergendoff, who have 
an office in the Prudential Center 
in Boston, have been hired by the 
Massachusetts Department of Pub- 
Me Works to make a study on the 
relocation of the Route, which 
meanders through the Middlesex 

illages and Towns, s 
¥ Tr pone which the firm brought 
with them are in the confidential 
list, at present, but there are plans 
for a ‘double-barreled’ highway, 
considerably different from the 
present road In addition to the 
Selectmen, the Town Engineer had 
a chance to see some of the plans. 

In one sense the proposal for a 
new Route 62 was the answer to 
@ prayer by the Selectmen, For 
some time they have been troubled 
by the need for spending allocated 
State and county money on ‘through’ 
highways in town, and they have not 
been able to come up with the 
right answer. Neighbors object 
here, and neighbors object 
there, and in the past several meet- 
ings the Town Manager has been 
more or less sternly telling the 
Selectmen that they have to spend 
the money on rebuilding Burling- 
ton Avenue, or lose the money 
entirely. 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
told the Selectmen that if Burling 
ton Avenue is not to be improved, 
and Lowell St is not tobe improved 
the only remaining 50 foot wide 
street that could be improved is 
Shawsheen Avenue. 

So it was arranged that the 
Town Engineer and the Town Mana- 
ger would visit the County Com-

Tax Title Lots 

The Selectmen heard alittle calk 
from Danny Gilis, Chairman of the 
Planning Board, on how small 
house lots make taxes go up. 

Gillis was present to comment in 
his offictal capacity on the 
proposed sale by aucti n of small 
lots of land in Wilmington He 
told the Selectmen that the Planning 
Board preferred to avoid the sale 
of lots of land only 50 feet wide 
by auction, of which there are 39 
available now, and a total of 300 
still in Wilmington, 

With 300 such houselots, he 
warned, if a home were to be built 
on each, and an average of 2 1/2 
children per family, there would 
be a need for another complete 
school in Wilmington, and with 
classrooms costing $40,000 each 
and children $500 a year to edu- 
cate, this meant a lot of tax money. 

The Planning Board, he said, 
wanted to study the situation with 
their consultants, and he requested 
that any sale be put off, 

Then, after thanking the board 
for listening to him, Gillis started 
on another subject -. this time an 
aerial survey of the town, with 
copies of all maps made as a re- 
sult being available to all boards 
in the town, 

The cost, Gillis said, was $3250 
and this figure shook upSelectman 
Boylen. He wanted to know how 
the town could spend this money, 
with taxes going up and up. Gillis 
Pointed out that the money had 
already been appropriated for the 
1967 accounts, 

Things got hot for a while. How- 
ever, Micel{ kept pointing out that 
it was the Town Manager who had 
made the decision, and he was just 
trying to ascertain the feelings of 
the Board of Selectmen.

Pons L Vosmos of Shady Lane 
ve arrived home last night for 
i pad leave, 

Mr Vosmos ts the Third Mate of 
the U.S, Naval Ship Vanguard, one 
of the vessels employed in the 
‘tracking’ of the rockets in the 
Apollo Project. As a member of 
the crew of the Vanguard he has 
already played a part in thetrack- 
ing of the first unmanned capsule 
in that project, a preliminary to 
the projected Moon Shot of 1969, 

The Vanguard was stationed 1200 
miles east of Bermuda for 30 days 
awaiting the Saturn II Rocket take- 
off from Cape Kennedy, Florida, 
The satellite made four trips a- 
round the world, the fourth of which 
was completely controlled by the 
Vanguard.

Harold Shea, Superintendent of 
Schools, characterized the plansas 
‘not as elaborate as the Shawsheen 
Plans (turned down in the Town 
Meeting of Nov 20) but a little bit 
better than the Woburn Street 
School Plan’. When asked by 
Chairman John Callan, if this plan 
would allow the phasing out of one 
FS the older schools Shea said 

io’. 

The new, smaller classrooms 
are being planned for a twenty- 
five pupil occupancy, At the pre- 
sent time there are thirty pupils 
to a room, in the Wilmington 
Schools, 

Shea made it ‘clear that he ex- 
pected to have to ask for still 
another elementary school in the 
near future--‘if we get kinder- 
gartens’. The Wilmington School 
Committee, he said, has not yet 
gone on record as to the time it 
will ‘phase in’ kindergartens. 

John Callan, chairman of the 
PBC, in observing the plans com- 
mented that they ‘were not a site 
adaptation’, and he was told by 
the .architect, John Guarino, that 
the Woburn Street School ‘was 
lacking in a number of things’, 
Among the items listed by Guarino 
was‘no workroom for teachers-- 
no guidance room’, He saifd that 
the plan was not adaptable to the 
Shawsheen Avenue site because of 
the topography of the land, 

In later discussions that evening 
with a representative of the archi- 
tectural firm that 1s now preparing 
plans for the new library, the rep- 

resentative told the committee that 
costs have increased 48% from 
‘mid 1963 through Spring 1968’. 

The committee did not get toa
